SUMMARY: FEBRUARY 15-21 VISIT BY FIVE KEY NORWEGIAN 
PARLIAMENTARIANS TO NATO, SHAPE, USS INDEPENDENCE 
IN MED SIXTHFLT AND AFSOUTH CONTINUED TO RELEVANT 
DIALOGUE FIRST BEGUN IN OCTOBER 1971 AND WHICH HAS 
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SINCE BECOME A POST PROGRAMMING STAPLE. JOINTLY 
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SPONSORED BY USIS OSLO AND USIS/NATO AND RELIANT 
UPON INVALUABLE PARTICIPATION BY NATO, 

SHAPE, AFSOUTH, COMSIXTHFLT, CTF 60 AND USS INDEPENDENCE, 
TOUR PROVIDED INVALUABLE OPPORUTNITY STUDY CURRENT 
ALLIANCE ISSUES AND DEFENSE PROBLEMS AND AGAIN FIRST-HAND 
IMPRESSION OF NATO SOUTHERN FLANK. POST EXTENDS 
THANKS ALL CONCERNED. END SUMMARY

1 . AT SHAPE NORWEGIAN PARLIAMENTARIANS RECEIVED USEFUL 
INITIAL BACKGROUND BRIEFING ON NATO STRATEGY, INCREASING 
MILITARY CAPABILITY OF WARSAW PACT AND POLICY AND PLANS, 
WHICH CLEARLY BROUGHT OUT GROWING THREAT OF SIVIET 
MILITARY POWER IN RELATIONS TO NATO AND ALLIANCE'S PLANS 
FOR DEALING WITH IT. HIGHLIGHTS OF VISIT,AND ONE OF 

MAIN FEATURES OF TRIP, WAS MEETING WITH SACEUR GENERAL 
HAIG, WHO OUTLINED FORCEFULLY AND CONVINCINGLY THE 
REMARKABLE EMERGENCE OF SOVIET MILITARY POWER, THE 
POLITICAL ATMOSPHERE IN THE WEST WHICH DETRACTS FROM 
ALLIANCE MILITARY NEEDS, AND THE IMPORTANCE OF 
ALLIANCE SOLIDARITY TO STRENGTHENING OF ITS DEFENSE. 
SACEUR WAS ESPECIALLY PERUSASIVE IN RESPONDING 
TO NORWEGIAN'S QUESTIONS, POINTING OUT (A) THE BEST 
MEANS TO DEFEND NORWAY'S OFFSHORE OIL RIGS WAS TO 
BUILD NATO DETERRENT, (B) NAO WOULD RESPOND IMMEDIATELY 
AND CONVINCINGLY TO ANY ENEMY MILITARY EFFORT TO CHIP 
AWAY AT NORTH NORWAY, (C) COMMUNIST PARTICIPATION IN 
EUROPEAN GOVERNMENTS WOULD BE HARMFUL TO OUR DEFENSE 
EFFORTS, (D) SPAIN IS IMPORTANT TO WESTERN DEFENSE 
AND MUST BE BROUHG T INTO CLOSER COOPERATION, (E) 

ICELAND IS A KEY TO NORTH ATLANTIC DEFENSE, AND (F) 
SVALBARD MUST BE A MANIFESTATION OF WESTERN INTEREST. 

2. AT NATO, GROUPP HAD VALUABLE SESSION WITH NORWEGIAN 
NATO DELEGATION, WERE BRIEFED ON DEFENSE PLANNING 
AND POLICY AND EAST-WEST RELATIONS BY NATO STAFF AND 
DISCUSSED US LUTLOOK WITH US MISSION REPRESENTATIVES. 
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MAIN POINTS THT CAME OVER WERE NATO EFFORTS TO 
IMPROVE REINFORCEMENT (A KEY TO NORWEGIAN DEFENSE), 

STAND ARADIZATION AND INTEROPERABILITY, THE NEED FOR 
AWACS SYSTEMS. BREIF RESUME OF NATO'S ROLE IN CSCE 
NEGOTIATIONS AND FOLLOW-UP AND IN MBFR MADE FAVORABLE 
IMPACT. 

3. SECGEN LUNS MET WITH GROUP AND RESPONDED TO 
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QUESTIONS. HE DISCUSSED DEVELOPMENTS IN UK-ICELANDIC 
FISHERIES DISPUTE, WHICHIS CENTRAL TO NORWEGIAN 
SECURITY, AND EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT THE IMPACT OF 
ANGOLA ON WESTERN CONFIDENCE. ON A MORE CHEERFUL NOTE 
HE DISCUSSED HIS SATISFACTION IN MEETING WITH SPAINIS 
FOREIGN MINISTER AND THE POSITIVE ATTITUDE HE SAW 
IN THE EVOLUTION OF THE NEW SPANISH GOVERNMENT. 

PARLIAMENTARIANS WERE EXTREMELY INTERESTED IN HIS 
ATTITUDE TOWARD SPAIN. 

4. AFSOUTH COMMAND BREIFING IN NAPLES AND DISCUSSIONS 
WITH VADM TURNER (COMSIXTHFLT) GRAPHICALLY BROUGHT 
OUT THE DRAMATIC EXPANSION OF THE SOVIET MEDITERRANEAN 
FLEET, ITS LINK TO NORTH ATLANTIC DEFENSE, AND IM- 
PRESSIVE US AND NATO EFFORTS IN THE MEDITERRANEAN TO PROVIDE 
ALLIANCE DEFENSE. THIS WAS LATER REINFORCED IN TALKS 

WITH VADM POPE ATNISIDA. PARLIAMENTARIANS WERE 
EXTREMELY IMPRESSED WITH THE QUALITY OF REPRESENTATIONS 
THEY MET IN ALL CASES. 

5. VISIT TO THE USS INDEPENDENCE ON STATION IN MED 
WAS THE CAPSTONE OF TRIP. IT GAVE CLEAR RING OF REALITY 
TO ALL THE EARLIER BACKGROUND BRIEFINGS, DEMONSTRATED 
CONVINCINGLY THE U.S. NAVY’S OPERATIONAL SKILLS, 

MOST NOTABLY ON THIS TRIP IN FLIGHT OPERATIONS AND 

NIGHT TIME REFUELING AND RESUPPLYING. RADM CARROLL 

(CTF 60), C APT. SERVICE AND CREW GAVE THE GROUP AN 

EXCEPTIONAL EXPERIENCED OUTSTANDING HOSPITALITY IN AN ESPECIALLY 

WELL-PREPARED SHIPBOARD PROGRAM.
